ID KEEP M S P I R I T ALIVE 


Administration Wants to Fead Mar­ 


tial Feeling That is Uppermost

Washington, Feb. 10.— The admin­ 
istration, fearing ultimately that war 
or “a state of war" must come, is 
anxious to keep alive the 
martial 
spirit in America. It wishes to guard 
against an undue sense of security. 
On the other hand there is no move 
to raise an army for aetual 
war 
though there has been some progress 
made t< wards naval 
and 
economic 
preparedness. 
This is the position today at 
the 
close of one week of broken relations 
•between United States and Germany 
It finds much of the neutral ship­ 
ping ordinarily 
plying the Atlantic, 
i 11 home }>orts, and Germany has »lain 
ship 
travelers in an apparently in­ 
discriminate sea war. 
With terrific possibilities 
ahead 
the administration is 
anxious 
lest 
jM»ace propaganda and the 
absence 
of war— ¡shall lull the na.tion into a.n 
unjustifiable calm. 
It has prepared itself for interna­ 
tional difficulties and there is talk oi* 
an army of half a million with some 
discussi*. n o 
various foims of mili­ 
tary service.

The 
coal will be sold at cost which 
is 
$4.25 a ton. The purchaser 
will 
also have to pay a charge of fifteen 
cents to have the eoal weighed. 


The usual cost of hauling is fifty 
cents a ton. 
Including* the weigh­ 
ing and hauling the coal will cost on 
the average $4.90 a ton. 
The city 
has no scales and it is necessary to 
use those belonging to a coaJ dealer. 
Men with wagons and teams were 
busy this morning soliciting business 
and it is believed that there will be a 
general run in the direction of 
the 
wat<^ and light plant 
as soon 
as 
the coal arrives. 
TMie coal is being 
shipped over the Pennsylvania rail­ 
way and under ordinary 
conditions 
shouhf reach here late Monday night 
or Tuesday morning. 


Many eoal dealers were short on 
eoal and they made no objections to 
the city going into the eoal business. 
The cheap coal offered by the city i> 
e x a c te d to prove

No development in the long drawn-out controversy between the United States 
Government and Germany has aroused such a storm of apprehension and amazement a6 
the publication of Berlin’s latest note to Washington, announcing Germany’s intention to 
prosecute an unrestricted and ruthless submarine warfare. 


While outbursts of indignation come from many of the leading newspapers there 
are others which caution a “ sit-tight” policy until the perpetration of an overt act by 
Germany shall force decisive action.

are others which caution a "sit-tight" policy until the perpetration of an overt act by 
Germany shall force; decisive action.A The German-American press takes the news 
calmly, ah exceptional attitude being that of the St. Louis 4iw«fi^ which re^ar^s; the 
move of the Berlin Government as "a mistake,*'" and questions'•",whether it-wai wise;to
